They call it a “human problem” 
that must be dealt with and their 
solution would save both millions 
of tax dollars and millions of dogs’ 
lives each year 


“They” are a group of 13 resear- 
chers who have conducted studies 
into the behavior patterns of free 
ranging dogs in the Sacramento 


area. On Tuesday, April 23, the 
researchers, headed by student 
Robert Allen and _ psychology 


professor, Dr. William Westbrook, 
will hold an Anima! Control 
Symposium on campus. Subject of 
the symposium will be free-ranging 


animals (dogs and cats) in Sac- 
ramento 

According to psychology 
student Robert Allen, a free-rang- 
ing animal !s defined as an owned 
or ownerless dog or cat that ts 
allowed to roam free 

Allen and four co-workers met 
with the press last Friday to discuss 
and announce the symposium 
Allen began the discussion by list- 
ing the three areas the research 
group is most interested in. He 
said, “Number one is the project, 
number two is the upcoming 
symposium, and number three is 
our application for a federal grant 
to continue the study.” 


Was Jackson Framed? 


(ZNS) The leader of a Califor- 
nia prison reform group faces the 
possibility of having his parole 
revoked and being sent back to 
prison for the rest of his lite — even 
though he has been found innocent 
of the charges against him 


The trouble started for Wilbert 
“Popeye” Jackson last August 
when he was arrested in San Fran- 
cisco for allegedly possessing mari- 
juana and heroin. Shortly after 
Jackson's bust, a police informer 

Jessica Vodquen — announced 
at a press conference that “Popeye” 
had been framed by the police. 


During Jackson’s trial, the in- 
former changed her story, this ime 
stating that Popeye had not been 
framed. The jury, however, after 
hearing Jackson's story, chose to 
believe him — and acquitted him of 
all charges. 

The story does not end here, 
however: under California law, 
even an arrest can be considered a 
“parole violation.” As a result, a 
hearing has been scheduled inside 
the walls of San Quentin, where the 
California Adult Authority will 
decide in a closed hearing whether 
to revoke “Popeye's” parole.

Dear Dick: 

[his is to recommend that the 
Executive Committee of the 
Faculty Senate reconsider _ its 
decision and undertake an 
immediate review of the Om- 
budsman position 

You may recall that one of the 
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allegations about the = ad- 
ministration of the Dean of 
Students was that he was res- 
ponsible for subverting the role 
and responsibility of the Om- 
budsman. 

Members of the 1972 and 1973 
review committees report that 
there was a great deal of political 
pressure and maneuvering by the 
Dean of Students for the reap- 
pointment of the current Om- 
budsman 

~The 1972 committee reviewed 
250 candidates and recommended 
three others for appointment 

- The 1973 committee found that 
it was too late in the year to doa 
review for reappointment and so 
recommended appointment tor an 
interim period, Also that a search 
committee be organized to find a 
new Ombudsman to start in the 
Spring of 1974 

Additional examples appear in 
the Hornet article on April 17 
Denials by the Dean of Students 
and the Ombudsman do not 
change the essential validity of the 
points made in the “White Paper” 
nor of the evidence cited above

Jackson was freed on parole in 
1970 after serving a 19-year term 
for robbery and burglary. 
Members of the parole board, who 
will decide whether or not Jackson 
spends the rest of his life in prison, 
were appointed personally by 
California’s conservative gover- 
nor, Ronaid Reagan. Most have a 
prosecutor or law enforcement 
background. 

Jackson says he is worried 
about his ability to receive a fair 
hearing in a prison atmosphere, 
and that his prison reform efforts 
on the outside might count heavily 
against him
